OLDEST PASI MASTER Of MASONS 


N iagara Falls. Ont., M ay 21.— Here 
is the plan of the mediators for the 
pacification of Mexico, as submitted by 
them to tli«- delegates representing the 
Am erican government: 
1. Elim ination of Huerta, Carranza 
and Zapata from the government of 
Mexico. 
2. Creation of a provisional govern­ 
ment of a commission character in 
which shall be represented all the fac­ 
tions to the present conflict. 
3. Agreement for a cessation of hos­ 
tilities. 
4. An election to he called and held 
under the auspices of the provisional 
government, at which none of the lead­ 
ers of the factions now contending 
Hhall be candidates. 
Pla n Tra nsmitted to Ca pita l. 
The Am erican mediators did not ac­ 
cept or reject the m ediators’ plan. 
They have no power to do so. 
They 
m erely received it, and after an ex­ 
planation by the mediators and some 
discussion, transmitted it to W ashing­ 
ton. 
The mediators w ill submit the plan 
to the Mexican representatives. 
The latter, according to the state­ 
ment 
made 
by 
Senor Rabasa, 
are 
equipped with plenary powers. 
They 
are authorized to accept or reject the 
plan or to demand modifications. 
Th eir acquiescence and, of course, 
that of General Huerta, in the elim ina­ 
tion 
of 
the 
dictator, 
is 
promised 
by 
authoritative 
information 
which 
reached here from Mexico City. 
According to this information, not 
only w ill Huerta accept the inevita­ 
ble, but he w ill be forced to do so by 
the Influences which have kept him in 
power. 
During the Informal conference of 
the Mexican delegates with the medi­ 
ators they cautiously 
withheld 
the 
character of their instructions. 
Such 
inquiries as were possible were ad­ 
dressed by the A.-B.-C. diplomats to 
them, but they failed to elicit any in­ 
formation. 
It was evident, the .Mexi­ 
cans intend to await the presentation 
of the plan of the mediators before ex­ 
pressing their views. 
The most thoy 
said was that they would not agree 
to the elevation of any one man to the 
presidency before the elections 
Refers to “ Mexican Governm ent." 
In the speech which Ambassador Da 
Gam a 
delivered 
in

conference 
there are some significant expressions 
which did not escape the attention of 
the Mexican and Am erican representa­ 
tives. 
Associate Justice Lam ar, former So­ 
licitor General Lehm ann and Secretary 
Dodge came to Niagara Falls under ex­ 
plicit instructions not to recognize the 
Mexican delegates as the delegates of 
Mexico, but only ns the delegates of 
General 
Huerta. 
Yet the Brazilian 
ambassador addressed the Americana 
and the Mexicans as "delegates of the 
Fnited States of Am erica and dele­ 
gates of the Fnited States of Mexico." 
Again, tin* ambassador asked the aid 
of "yo u r governm ents" in reaching an 
agreemeut- 
M inister Nunn said after the meet­ 
ing that it was not wise to attempt 
to make any interpretation of what 
the chairm an of tin* mediation hoard 
said, but it is a fact that the Mexican 
delegates are greatly pleased by what 
they regard as this recognition of the 
government over which General Hu­ 
erta presides by the diplomatic repre­ 
sentatives of Argentina, Brazil and 
Chile in the presence of tin* agents of 
the United States.
